Soviets bar 
jet engines 
from Egypt’ 


WASHINGTON. — Russia has told 
Egypt it will no longer overhaul 
the engines of Soviet-supplied Mig- 
21 jet fighters in the Egyptian air 
force, U.S. Intelligence sources re- 
port. The move threatens to ground 
part of Egypt’s fleet of about 250 
Mig-21s within a few months, 


U.S. sources said the Soviet ac- 
tion catches the Egyptians with 
only a limited supply of spare 
Mig-21 engines in stock. They said 
the Egyptians ‘have been trying to 
become more self-sufficient by ma- 
nufacturing some Mig spare parts, 
but this is clearly far from 
enough. 


The Soviet move has accelerated 
Egypt's search for other sources 
of arms after about 20 years of 
virtually tota! dependence on Ruas- 
sia. The Egyptians reportedly have 
opened negotiations with Britain to 
obtain Spey engines for the Migs. 
These engines are used to power 
the British version of the F-4 
Fhantom jet. 

Syria continues to benefit from a 
steady flow of Russian equipment. 
U.S. sources waid the Soviets are 
believed to have delivered 24 Mig 
218 to Syria last month alone, 
atong with some improved troop- 
carrylng Helicopters and additional 
tonks. At the same time, the 
sources sald, the Russians have 
strengthened Syria's air defences 
with at least three additional Sam 2 
anti-aircraft missile battalions near 
BHoms. Homs ig the location of a 
major off refinery, which the Is- 
rael Air Force destroyed in the 
Yom Kippur War. (AP)

Lack of purpose and bad

Correspondent 
TEL AVIV. — Labour Party Sec- 
retary-General Meir Zarmi yes- 
terday jolted his party by sn- 
nouncing his decision to resign 
and to retarn to his kibbutz, 
Ma’ayan Zvi. The members of the 
party's Leadership Bureau, which 
had met to discuss the forth- 
coming party elections and con- 
vention, were visibly shockéd by 
the announcement, even though it 
had not come altogether as a 
surprise. 

Zarmi has been sounding repeated 
warnings since last June agd-ust 
the near total lack of consultations 
anc coordination between the party 
leaders in the Government and in 
the Histadrut, and the Labour Pariy. 
The party's central policy-making 
forums have been virtually paralyz- 
ed for the past few months. 

"Despite immediate appeals by his 
colleagues to reconsider his deci- 
sion, Zarmi fast night intimated to 
some of his friends thet his decislon 
was firral. He said he had told Prime 
Minister Rabin last Saturday of 
his intention to quit and had thought 
the matter over at the Premier's 
request but had not changed his 
mind. 

The resignation is likely to 
weaken Kabin's position in the par- 
ty, a5 Zarmi was the Prime Min- 
ister’s choice for the secretaryship 
and was one of Fabin’s three spon- 
sors, together with the late Pinhas 
Sapir and Uzi Baram, at the party's 
central committee meeting which 
elected Rabin In April 1974, 

The only name mentioned so far 
as possible successor is that of 
Commerce and Industry Minister 
Haim Bar-Lev, who is reported to 
have said before Zarmi’s resigna- 
tion” was announced that he would 
be prepared to take on the post. 

In his brief statement to the 
party's Leadership Bureau, Zarmi 
said he could not take responalbility 
for the party, whose financial state 
was critical, while central figures 
of the party leadership were shirk- 
ing responsibility, It was useless to 
discuss arrangements for party elec- 
tions, he said, because in a few 
weeks all preparations would have 


to cease for lack of funds. 

Although Zarmi gave only the 
party's serious financial problems 
as the main reason for his resigna- 
tion, he indicated that these were 
only a “symptom” of the general 
state of the party. Bui he refrained 
from elaborating out of a sense of 
public responsibility, he stated. Hav- 
ing made his statement, Zarmi left 
the meeting to report to his army 
reserve unit, after which he returned 
to his Idbbutz. 

Alignment Knesset whip Moshe 
Wertman said afterwards “a captain 
cannot just walk off the bridge,” 
expressing the hope that Zarmi 
would relent. 

The Labour Party's deputy seere- 
tary-general Avraham Gewelber, 
(former Ahdut Avoda wing) said 
that money was not the only 
handicap, serious as it was. “We 
cannot go on much longer paying 
half salaries,” he said. 

Herut has much larger debts and 
mebody has resigned there, he said. 
Gewelber stressed, however, that 
the party's main “deficit” was In 
its internal relations, “The party 
does not contro] its delegates. In- 
stead of the community imposing 
its rule on the individual, it was 
the other way around," he said.

WASHINGTON. — President Ford 
will probably not visit the Middle 
East before the November presid- 
ential election, Israel's Chief Rabbi 
Shiomo Goren told Israeli reporters 
yesterday after a 30-minute meet-

House. 

Rabbi Goren, winding upa month- 
long tour of the U.S., said the 
President told him he does not be- 
eve the Middle East trip, which 
had ‘been mooted last month, will 
be able to take place before the 
election. The President did stress, 
Goren continued, that he would 
eventuaily like to visit Israel and 
the other Middle Eastern countries.

Since then, ‘however, Ford and his

US. says Jordan-Syria 
accord ‘not a merger’

WASHINGTON. — The State De- 
partment said yesterday Jordan has 
not yet passed along officially to the 
US. the outcome of its latest round 
of talks with Syria and the contents 
of the joint communique signed in 

Amman. ; 

Department spokesman John Tratt- 
ner told reporters that the U.S. has 
seen portions of the statement, but 
not all of it. He stressed that the 
agreement does not call for a com- 
plete merger or unification of the 
two Arab states, as had been re- 
ported. 

“On the political fromt, the ob- 
jectives as described in the state- 
ment appear to us to fall far short 
of unification or merger,” he said. 

Trattner said it seems that the 
two states will intensify cooperative 
ventures in industry and trade. 

Privately, some State Department 
analysts, however, expressed sur- 
prise at the communique. But other 

ent officials insisted that it 
should not be seen as a departure 
from recent Jordanian policy.

U.S. students in Moscow

MOSCOW. — A group of yomge 
American Jews who on Wednesday 
staged a seven-hour sit-in at the 
Soviet Health Ministry to protest 
the impmsonment of Dr. Mikhail 
Shtern, 56, said yesterdey that they 
were leaving the country. 

Fred Plerce, 23, a spokesman for 
seven New York college students — 
811 members of a Zionist youth mo- 
vemment here on a regular package 
tour — said they were having prob- 
lems with the Soviet tourist agency 
Intourist and would leave later in 
the day for London. 

During the sit-in, staged by five 
of the group, Health Ministry officials 
told them to contact the Interior 


Mznistry; but Intourist refused to 
tell them where it was, Pierce said. 
‘The two others had remained outside 
the building and issued statements 
to newsmen. 

Pierce also said Intourist had told 
them that meal vouchers they had 
bought In advance were invalid.

‘Kissinger’s double’ says U.S. 


public opinion ‘turning inwards’ -

Israelis will find it harder to 
sustain the interest of the Amer- 
ican people in their cause, despite 
their solid attachment to Israel, be- 
cause of a “turning inward” in U.S. 
public opinion. 

That caution was sounded by Ro- 
bert Goldmann, a former official at 
the U.S. State Department and news 
director of the Voice of America; 
& programme evaluator at the Ford 
Foundation; and a member of the 
American Jewish Committee's Board 
of Governors, now meeting in Israel. 

Goldmann told The Jerusalem Post 
this week that the Vietnam War, 
the Watergate scandals and the eco- 
momic recession were mainly res- 
ponsible for the disiliusionment and 
fatigue felt by the average Amer- 
ican. But the currently prevailing 
attitude that “Americans should 
come first before we help anyone 
else” is not aimed specifically 
against Israel; rather it is an ex- 
pression of America’s desire to re- 
duce its involvement around the 
world. 

“Israelis,” be said, “are making 
ἃ mistake in thinking that things 
are still thé way’ they used fo be. 
It will take more time and effort 
to get support for Israel.” 

Goldmann, who was a senior offi- 
cial in the Alliance for Progress 
during the Kennedy Administration, 
said that a number of actions taken 
by the Israel] Government — in- 
cluding allowing new aettlements 
on the Golan and reprisals for ter- 
rorist attacks-—'had reduced - the ef- 
fectiveness of American Jews in 
speaking in Israel's behalf. 

He emphasized, however, that “i 
do not presume to advise Israe) on 
its foreign policy. I only want to 
say that Israe) should take the ef- 
fect of their actions on U.S. opinion 
into account before they actually 
take them.” 

Israel's refusal to go along with 
American directives or recommenda- 
tions would not, he believes, cause 
the U.S. to abandon Israel. But 
“Israel's maintaining a sufficient 
base of support will make it easier 
for the US. to help find 2 solution 
to the Middle East crisis and shor- 
ten the time in which Israel has 
to live in crisis.” 

Goldmann, 54, who “strongly iden- 
tifies" with Israel, often has anima- 
ted debates with his colleagues at 
the Ford Foundation about Israel 
and her Arab neighbours. When he 
encounters negative attitudes to- 
wards israel, he argues that Is-

Psychiatrist raps special 
education for gifted kids 


PROVIDING THE exceptionally en- 
dowed child with an exceptional 
education may be good for his 
parents, for it gives them a chance to 
show off as the genetic source from 
which the “‘genius" sprung. It may 
even be good for his teachers, for it 
pampers them and they bask in his 


᾿ reflected glory. But as for the child 


himself, it is the most destructive 
thing that can happen to him. 

Asa rule, he is maimed for life, for 
he develops in an artificial 
educational atmosphere, fortified 
with the idea that he is ‘‘different, 
that he is better." More often than 
not, when he finally haa to face reali- 
ty, he retreats into the narrow world 
of his books, where he finds security 
from a world which he thinks hostile 
to him. This is the considered opinion 
of Professor Henricus Wijsenbeek, 
Director of the Geha Psychiatric 
Hospital, in Fetah Tikva. 

“Tfully realize what I'm saying will 
be unpopular among the teachers and 
parents of these so-called highly 
gitted children" he says, “but my ad- 
vice to them, as a psychiatrist, is to 
keep their offspring within a normal 
educational framework. where they 
have normal social contacts. even 
though provision should be made for 
the special interests of these kids. But 
they should never be taken out of the 
main-stream of human existence and 
shunted into some minor rivulet." 
Prof. Wijsenbeek has grave doubts if 
there are as many potential geniuses 
around as most people think: “It is 
not hard for most parents to see 
genius in their children. The real 
genius ia extremely rare, he believes, 
and his genius ig measured not by 
what hia perents and his teachers 
believe, but by his accomplishments. 

“How often does a true Mozart 
appear on the horizon — who dis- 
played extraordinary talenta at a 
vory early age, and continued to ba 
fruitful all his life? What we gencral- 
ly soe ia precocious development of a 
child; maybe a few years ahead of 
the kids fn his class. 

“But as the child grows up, he 
slows down. The slow atarters in his 
clase cetch up, and more often then 
not, pasa the bright child. 

“Let the bright chiid stay with his 
own class" Prof. Wijsenbeek main- 


- intellectual activity. For one thing,

The monument, in the forests 
southwest of Jerusalem, was com- 
pleted in 1966. Inside is an eternal 
flame and a bas-relief of John 
Kennedy (Orthodox Judaism forbids 
asculpted image). The memorial has 
been visited by the late President's 
brother, Edward Kennedy, and by 
tens of thousands of tourists. It has 
algo been described, says Reznik, in 
five foreign architectural journals. 
“What the JNF has done is in- 
gtitutionalized vandalism,"’ he said.

tains. ‘Let him be the bright child, 
the bright teenager, the bright adult 
within his own environment.

IF SPENDING public money on 
gifted children fs bad for them as in- 
dividuals, it is also bad for society as 
a whole, he adds. 

“Doesn't it strike you as strange," 
he asks, ‘that more ‘gifted’ 
children come from such well-to-do 
areas than slum areas of develop- 
ment towns? This can mean one of 
two things: that, genetically the kids 
from the slum areas are inferlor to 
those from North Tel Aviv, 
something I refuse to accept. Or it 
could be that they lack the special 
educational advantages given to the 
others. I maintain that the only 
difference between these two groups 
of kids is their parents’ attitudes and 
financial circumetances. 

Society, Prof. Wijsenbeek believes, 
is built by the common, ordinary per- 
son, who may be a bit brighter than 
average or ἃ bit slower than average, 
but in the final analysis, he is 
average. 

Thus, he says, money spent on 
providing special facilities for bright 
{elds 1s money used wastofully. “Lot 
the money go to raising the 
oducational standards of tho 
avorage, ordinary child in the slums, 
in the development towns, so that 
these children can fully develop their 
average potentialitios.

Mann, Director-General of the 
Hadassah Medical Organization, for 
research on diabetes at a modest 
ceremony this week. Apart from the 
Peerces, the people responsible for 
raising the money were Stanley 
Slotkin and Lloyd Shapoff, both of Los 
Angeles. 

For some reason, Lloyd Shapoff, 
president of a well-known food com- 
pany in California, never had a bar 
mitzvah when he turned 13, and he 
came to Israel to celebrate the event, 
somewhat belatedly, at the Western 
Wall. His long-time friend, Jan 
Peerce, sang appropriate religious 
songs. Also present were 25 of Jan 
Peerce’s friends who had come to 
Israel for the occasion. 

When the cheque was handed over, 
Prof. Mann and Prof, A.M. Cohen, 
Head of the Diabetic Unit, described 
some of the work being done on 
diabetes at Hadassah.

He that one 
way to avoid diabetes is to give up, 
such sugars. Asked about saccharine 
causing cancer, he said that he could 
not speak with authority as he had not 
done research on this, but he thought 
that the tablets could do no harm if 
taken in small quantities.

The Labour Party was losing its power of decision, he con- 
tinued to warn, because its elected leaders failed to consult the 
party and ignored its decision-making bodies. As a result, the 
z was in fact 3 conglomeration of several power bases, 
vidual key members often pulling im differen: and 
even opposite directions. This applied both to the handling of 
vital foreign policy and defence issues as well as to attempts 
to eure some of the country’s main economic malaises. 

Eack time Zermi sounded one of his warnings, attempts were 
made ta paper over some of the party's cracks. At one point, 
Prime Minister Rabin sought to set up a new “steering forum” 
that would seek to ccordinate main policy decisions. But this, 
like the ather attempts, proved short-lived, because it was 
teken 2s yet another effort by the Prime Minister to circumvent 
the formal narty forums where policy is supposed to be made. 

Zarmi's more dramatic attempt three months ago, to drive 
the message home by taken extended leave from Lis post also 
failed to bring the desired results. Although popular and ac- 
ceptable to most of the Labour Pariy’s wings and circles, 
chiefly because of his engaging personality and deep desire 
and aptitude for constructive compromise, Zarmi lacked tue 
necessary suppor: of the party machine in order to enforce his 
decisions. The parity stalwarts, chiefly of the old Mapai school, 
were often disenchanted with his unorthodox and forthcoming 
statements. His main backing came from the Prime Miniscer, 
and with Rabin's own increasing problems within the rariy, 
Zarmi's position was weakened even further. 

Mr. Rabin's recent. open differences with both Defence Min- 
ister Peres and Foreign Minister Allon (on separate issues} had 
almost wized out what had once been, or was incipiently, a 
collective leadership team. Sut with no sign of a strong national 
leader, the only alternative is for every effort to be made with- 
in the dominant party to overcome old and current rivalries 
and to revive, or better, create anew 8. true collective leader- 
ship team, both in spirit and in action. 

At this stage, it seems almost a matter of life and death 
for the political survival of the Labour Party as the nation's 
leading political force. 

Although every effort should still be made to persuade Zarmi 
to reconsider and to accept his main demand for a true, coue- 
sive leadership, whereby the nation’s leaders would not ignore 
the very party which has chosen them, his announcement of 
his resignation should serve as an eleventh-hour warning, 
jolting the Labour Party into a real moment of truth.

THE PURPOSE of a new economic 
policy should be to reduce the annual 
deficit in the balance of payment by 
$3 billion within three years, If this 
alm were achieved, it would restore 
to Israel sufficient independence in 
her economic. political and defence 
policy to he able ¢o cope with the 
severe challenges with which she is 
faced. 

Tk ts clear that the policy of the pre- 
sent government — a policy based an 
minor changes in the fiscal and 
monetary sphere — which do not 
even keep pace with the deterioration 
in the country’s economic situation — 
has no chance of bringing about the 
required change. Only far-reaching 
chenges in the structure of the 
economy, aimed at bringing to bear 
the country’s natural advantage — 
talented and educated manpower — 
are iikely to achieve the objective in 
the Hmited time at our disposal. 

The secondary objectives of the 
new economic policy should be: 

« To increase the gross national 
preduct (GNP) by approximately 
seven percent. 

* To replace imports with locally- 
mazufactured goods on a scale of 
about $1.5 billion per annum, within 
three years. 

« To expand Israe)'s exports by 
$1.500m. per annum within three 
Fears. 

9 To freeze private and public con- 
sumption at their current level. 

These aims can hardly be achieved 
by indirect means, which are merely 
designed to encourage the desired 
changes totake place, What is needed 
is a large-scale governmental in- 
itiative. In_effect, the Government 
has leng-since possessed the tools for 
intervention on the scale required by 
the situation. The state budget is 
almost as big as the GNP, the 
Government controls the money 
market, and the corporations owned 
or partly-owned by the Government 
occupy key positions in the economy. 

It was through these tools that the 
present unhealthy economic struc- 
ture was created, and, in spite of its 
solemn declarations, the Govern- 
ment is still exploiting them to 
perpetuate the existing situation. 

In the framework of a new

economie policy, the Government 
would have to teke action in the 
following spheres. First, therampant 
inflation which has plagued the coun- 
try for many years must be halted.
